These remarks, delivered in com ­ 
memoration of the 150th anniver­ 
sary of W ashington's notification 
of his election to the presidency, 
brought this comment from Sen.

"Of course, we have been living 
In a period of crisis over since Mr. 
Roosevelt went into office. There 
is no doubt in my mind that the 
President hopes the country shares 
bis opinion that it needs him a n ­ 
other four years."

Declares He Would Take Role 
Of intermediary’ To Make 
Proposal Reciprocal

W ASHINGTON, April 1ft — President Roosevelt has urged 
Chancellor H iller and Premier Mussolini to assure peace for a 
period of at least IO years. 
'I he chief executive disclosed at an unusual Saturday press 
conference today that he had transm itted messages to H itler 
and Mussolini offering to aet as “ an interm ediary” in eoramuni* 
cating any offers for peace by Germany and Italy to other na* 
tions. 
The President asked specifically whether H itler and Mus­ 
solini were w illing to give assurance that their armed forces 
would not attack a scot© of now-independent nations. * 
Tor At Least IO Years’ 
‘ Such au assurance clearly must apply not only to the pres­ 
ent day,” Mr. Roosevelt’s message said, “ hut also to a future su f­ 
ficiently long to give every opportunity to work by peaceful 
methods for a more permanent peace. 
“ I therefore suggest th a t you c o n str u e the w ord ‘ future* to 
a p p ly to a minimum period o f a ssu red n o n -a g g re ssio n — IO 
years at the least — a Q uarter of a ce n tu r y , if we d a re lo o k that 
far ahead. 
“ If such assurance is given by your government, I w ill im­ 
mediately transmit to the government, of the nations I have nam- 
cd and I will sim ultaneously inquire whether, as I am reasonably 
sure, each of the nations enumerated above will in turn give like 
assurance for transmission to you.” 
The President specifically asked 
Hitler and 
M ussolini 
whether they would give assurances that their armed forces 
would not “ attack or invade the territory or possessions of the 
follow ing independent nations:

F cltliena of other American nation* fail to ahare 
word for word President Roosevelt'* enthusiasm 
About International relation* In this hemisphere, 
th a t’* becauae of excusable differences in their atti­ 
tudes. For one thing, they probably fail to under­ 
f u n d that in the United States Pan-American lam 
m ean* America against the world. Some of them 
• r e diatrustful of hemispheric solidarity. Some of 
them, in fact, dislike the United States Intensely. 
T he Pan-American union la not perfect. 
It remains true, nevertheless, as the President 
said in bis Pan-American day address, th at It la the 
"oldest and most successful association of sovereign 
governments which exists in the world." Mr. Hoose- 
velt feels sure it is successful because it was plan­ 
ned that way. Other* feel equally sure 
is suc­ 
cessful only because the reason* for failure so tar 
have been lacking. Probably many Americans, in 
th e larger sense, are at a lo** to know why the 
subject Is being talked about at all. 
The reason is simple. For the effect it will have 
l l Europe and for the effect it will have In North 
and South America, President Roosevelt is desirous 
of acting as spokesman for the two continent*-—with 
a m essage of peace to deliver. "Our will to peace 
can be a* powerful as our will to mutual delouse," 
he says. 
"It 
can 
commend 
greater 
loyalty, de­ 
votion and discipline than that enlisted elsew here 
for temporary conquest or equally futile glory. It 
will have its voioe in determining the order of world 
affairs." 
W ords like these when beard in Europe cannot 
fall to have effect. Even the propagandists of mili­ 
ta n t governm ents cannot wholly conceal the fact the 
Am erican way of peace is better than the European 
way of war.

Axis Conquest Of Czechoslovakia, Albania Show 


Hitler Seeks Victory By Threat Instead Of War

I 
T is evident that the choice be­ 
tween war and peace rests with 
Hitler. 
He is the senior partner 
in the axis. 
On the other side, It 
is evident that O reat Britain and 
F rance and their allies could not 
take 
the

sive even if they 
wished to do so. 
They h a v e n o 
force th at could 
s t r i k e 
quickly 
and 
successfully 
a t the 
h e art of 
Germany.

locking up Russia behind the Dar­ 
danelles; lf Japan, which has al­

Spratly island, uses them as step­ 
ping atones to the seizure of the 
oil. rubber, and tin of the Dutch 
East Indies aud the British' po*- 
h»-hhIouh of the far southern Pa­ 
cific. 
lf this campaign is completed, 
British seapower will have be a 
destroyed not only ss an offensive 
hut also as a defensive weapon, 
The axis will not only be able to 
defy a blockade, but it will hold 
the strategic control over the main 
portions of the British empire. The 
whole of northern. Africa from Mo­ 
rocco tq Egypt, the whole middle 
east from Turkey to India, will 
have been cut off from the power 
of the British navy. 
Then the sit­ 
uation will have been prepared for 
vital 
demand's on 
Great 
Britain 
which Britain would be unable to 
refuse. 
It is a 
reasonable assumption 
still that Hitler la seeking to win 
by the threat of war rath er than 
by war Itaelf. 
The whole series 
of actions from the conquest of

Japanese advance 
through the South China sea, are 
consistent with this view.

t i ? H E N Japan moved Into Manchuria at the be* 
ginning of the decade and later when italy 
subdued Ethiopia, without a formal declaration ot 
w ar in either ease, it wa* pointed out that an era of 
undeclared* wars had dawned. 
W hen the same evasion was practiced in tne clash 
growing out of S p a in s civil strife Its significance 
again was noted. Yet, subsequent practice in the 
cases of Austria, Csechoslovakia, Memel, and most 
recently Albania ha* not been viewed so clearly as 
extension of the policy of waging war without beuettt 
of declaration. 


N Ihe part of the coalition the 
countering move* are best un­ 
derstood as a campaign to preserve 
the use of sea power as the chief 
instrum ent of diplomacy and the 
decisive weapon in the event of 
war. 
Therefore, the British must 
at all costs defend the western 
front of which the northern end Is 
in Holland andt the southern end 
in Switzerland. 
They must estab ­ 
lish somewhere In eastern Europe 
a military front, not for the purpose 
of invading Germany, which is im­ 
possible, but to make a blockade 
effective. 
They must control the 
Mediterranean, 
to 
protect 
their 
own possessions, to he able to get 
at Italy, the vulnerable p artner In 
the axis. and to maintain communi­ 
cations with Turkey and Russia. 
If they are able to do these 
things, they cannot be defeated In 


pean nation has ever won without 
a war. The object of the prepara­ 
tions of the axis is to checkmate 
British sea power; the object of 
the coalition is to fortify British 
ae* power. 
T hese developments would indi­ 
cate that since Munich the airplane 
Is 
no longer regarded either in 
Germany or in Great Britain as the 
decisive weapon. In both countries 
sea power is once more recognized 
a s the weapon that really decides 
th* outcome of a great war. Before 
Munich the airplane was sufficient 
to intim idate London and Paris and 
to Immobilize the British navy and 
the French army. But since Mu­ 
nich the airplane ha* become a 
tactical weapon, capable of inflict­ 
ing damage, but not of deciding the 
issue. 
T 
H E R E are several reasons for 
this, and they play a determ ining 
role in the present situation. In 
the first place, the 
British and 
French, 
though 
attn 
I n f e r i o r 
to Germ any in the air, are now 
strong enough to be formidable; 
they 
have 
prepared 
them selves 
physically to m ake bombing d a n ­ 
gerous 
and 
expensive, and 
they 
are able to retaliate, particularly' 
against Italy. 
Secondly, they are morally pre­ 
pared to w ithstand the shock of 
aerial attack. In Septem ber they 
were not prepared. A nation which 
cannot be demoralized by air raids 
cannot be conquered by airplanes. 
Thirdly the coalition has realized 
and perhaps the axis, too, that a 
m assacre of civilians in 
lo n d o n 
and Paris will arouse the fighting 
spirit of the whole British empire, 
and would alm ost certainly, as Mr. 
Hoover has warned them, have a 
profound effect on the American 
people. 
It is not wholly Improbable that 
the airplane as a weapon of intimi­ 
dation against civilians is now a 
boomerang, and there are compe­ 
ten t observers who believed that, 
weighing all the consequences, it 
may not be uaud for such a general 
massed attack as people believed 
was imminent In Septem ber. 
Be that as lf may, this much at 
least Is clear, that sea power in the 
widest sense of that term is now 
the focus of all the calculations in 
both camp*. Sea power, of course, 
is more than the fleet of warships; 
It Is everything, armies, airplanes, 
forts, harbors, bases, mine fields, 
m erchant ships and w arships which 
can control the m ovement of vital 
supplies. 
It Is this fact that differentiates 
the present situation so radically 
from that of last summer. For un­ 
derlying all the minor aspects of 
last sum m er's crisis including the 
British state of mind, the French 
disunion, the w eakness of the air 
force and what not, there was the 
great 
fact 
that 
Czeeho-Slovakla 
was beyond the effective reach ol 
sea power, that it could have been 
conquered^ before s British block­ 
ade had begun to take effect. 


IN the present situation, on th*

A Letter To The Editor 
Editor. The Review- 
Dear Sir: 
D 
URING the past ten year* I have been blamed 
countless times for creating disturbances on 
E ast Liverpool radio receivers by operating a radio 
station. I have been stopped on the streets hundred* 
of times, have had countless phone calls and have 
even been forced to explain to the United State* 
government. 
I wish to say that although my work does take me 
into short wave radio. I do not operate a g a d ic broad­ 
cast station and am not on the air with any noise- 
creating equipment. For IO years I have published a 
magazine on short wave radio, sending this booklet 
out to short wave listeners the world over. But I do 
not send m essages over the air. 
Many people do not realize that there 1s a vast 
difference between am ateur radio and short wave 
broadcasting. Am ateur stations are operated by in­ 
dividuals for their own entertainm ent, and are not 
allowed to broadcast music. news, or anything of this 
■ort. Short wave broadcast, on the other hand, is the 
relaying of program s the sam e as one hears on long 
wave*. Station* like KDKA and W EA F send the 
same program s on both long and short waves. Music, 
news. entertainm ent and all m anners of things are 
sent by these stations. My work concerns only these 
stations. I gather my information from letters from 
stations and from readers of our magazine. Post- 
m aster Benedum is authority for the statem ent th at 
I get more foreign mail than the rest of the city 
combined. I do not .get my Information by contacting 
radio am ateurs over the air. 
A glance at the official government call book will 
show that there are more than a dozen licensed 
am ateurs in this district It also show s that I am not 
one of these. It Is therefore unfair that I be accused 
so often of creating a disturbance of which I have 
no knowledge. 
I have grown weary of answ ering phone calls from 
Indignant radio fans and of explaining to th* good 
people of this city that I am not causing their re­ 
ceivers to go haywire. I would welcome a com m ittee 
of citizens to visit ray home and shop so that I can 
show them I am not "on th e a i r ” nor using any 
equipment which would create a disturbance on their 
radio sets. And I would appreciate It very much if 
you would disclose these facts to the people of this 
city. thousands of whom I consider my friends, and 
wish to keep them as such.

Acute Trouble May Indicate 


Toxic Condition In Body 


Or Result From Eyes

N acute headache is a fairly re­ 
liable Indication of a toxic sta te 
„ , of the body. 
It may be the result 
of m echanical strain, as from tbe 
type, but in th at case It is not ex­ 
actly an acute headache, but an 
j acute 
recu rren t 
headache. 
Eye 
strain headaches rom e back over 
and over again, and usually It is 
easy to rem em ber tbe stra in —long 
reading or study, or sewing, or the 
.movies— which 
caused 
the 
head­ 
ache. 
Acute headaches are those that 
occur to a person who Is not used 
to headaches, who doesn't under­ 
stand them. 
Usually they are, as 
I said, toxic, and are to be regard­ 
ed as warning*— warnings to rest 
and take It easy for a few days. 
Nearly all Infections—colds, tons!- 
litis, etc1.—are ushered In with such 
a headache. 
T hat headache is a 
friend because it w arns you some- 
thing is going to happen and m akes 
you want to Ile down, w'hieh is the 
best treatm ent th at could be ap­ 
plied. 
Different Breed 
Chronic headaches are a dlfer- 
ent breed and are far m ore compli­ 
cated. 
Many different classifica­ 
tions are m ade for them, and tbe 
difficulty is increased because we 
do not know exactly w hat tbe cause 
of headache is. 
T he most likely 
explanation 
is 
that 
there 
is 
a 
stretching Of the tough connective 
tissue covering of the brain, the 
meninges. 
The brain 
itself can 
feel no pain. 
We know that In­ 
creased pressure within tbe skull, 
thus stretching the meninges, will 
cause headache, 
A 
working 
classification 
for 
chronic headaches is: 
t i t Due to 
organic 
causes. 
(2) 
Reflex, 
(3) 
Neurosis, (4) Migraine. 
Tumors Very Rare 
Such organic causes as bratn tu­ 
mor are very rare. Severe, alm ost 
Intolerable 
headache, 
continuous 
day and night, coming on suddenly 
hut gradully Increasing in severity 
in 
a 
person previously perfectly 
healthy, should suggest this cause. 
Tbe treatm en t of brain tum or to­ 
day Is so generally successful that 
early diagnosis is imperative. 
Of tb«^ reflex headache th e larg­ 
est num ber come from eyestrain. 
T he strain may come from astig­ 
m atism o r some oth er form of de­ 
fect In shape of tbe lens or cornea. 
These should easily be remedied 
by proper glasses. 
Some of the 
m ost striking, sudden and almost 
m iraculous cures that the doctor 
sees may be obtained in these cases 
by the use of proper glasses. 
But 
im proper glat-ses them selves may 
be a cause. 
Othtr Forms 
O ther forms of eyestrain come 
from disturbances of the ocular 
muscle, consisting of 
squint. 
In 
children this is very common, and 
is noticeable at about 18 months. 
Functional 
disturbances of 
the 
ocular muscles that occur in mid­ 
dle adult life Include hyperphoria, 
or lack of vertical m uscle balance. 
The diagnosis Is suggested by bead 
aches, car sickness. nausea when 
moving objects are encountered, 
“seventh luoing” headaches, shop­ 
per’s headaches — anything that 
haa to do with a panorama. T reat­ 
m ent ta by removal of focal infec­ 
tion and proper glasses. 
Convergence insufficiency causes 
afternoon headaches (after work). 
The eyes tire. burn and sting aud 
print runs together. 
The syrup-1 
toms can be produced by having 
the patient look at tbe head of a 
ptn brought to within six inches of 
the eyes for 60 seconds.

A vast 
territory In another independent na­ 
tion of the far cast has beeu oc­ 
cupied by a neighboring state. Re­ 
ports. which we trust are not true. 
Insist that further acts of aggres­ 
sion are contemplated against still 
other Independent nations. Plainly 
the world is moving toward the 
moment when this situation must 
end In catastrophe unless a more 
rational way of guiding events la 
found. 
You 
have 
repeatedly 
asserted 
that you and the German people 
have no desire for war. lf this Is 
true there need be no war. 
Nothing can persuade the peo­ 
ples of the earth that any govern­ 
ing power hat any right or need 
to inflict the consequences of war 
on Its own or any other people 
save In the cause of self-evident 
home defeuse. 
In making this statement we as 
Americans speak not through sel­ 
fishness or fear or weakness, if 
we speak now It Is with the voice 
of strength aud 
with friendship 
for mankind. It Is still clear to me 
that International problems can be 
solved at the council table. 
It Is therefore no answer to the 
plea for peaceful discussion for ono 
side to plead that unless they re­ 
ceive assurances beforehand that 
tho verdict will he theirs, they will 
not lay aside their arms. 
In con­ 
ference rooms, as In courts, it la 
necessary that 
both sides enter 
upon the discussion In good faith, 
assuming that substantial Justice 
will accrue to both; and it is cus­ 
tomary and necessary that they 
leave their arms outside the room 
where they confer. 
I am convinced that the cause of 
world peace would he greatly an- 
valued lf the nations of the world 
were to obtain a frank statement 
relating to the present and future 
policy of governments. 
Because the United States, a* 
one of the nations of the western 
hemisphere, is not Involved In the 
immediate 
controversies 
which 
have arisen In Europe, I trust that 
you may he willing to make auch 
a statement of policy to me aa the 
head of a nation far removed from 
Europe In order that I, acting only 
with the responsibility and obliga­ 
tion 
of a 
friendly Intermediary, 
may communicate such declaration 
to other nations now apprehensive 
as to the course which the policy 
of your government may take. 
Are you willing to give assur­ 
ance that your armed force* will 
not attack or Invade the territory 
or possessions of the following in­ 
dependent nations: 
Finland. Es­ 
tonia. Latvia. Lithuania. Sweden, 
Norway. 
Denmark. 
The 
Nether­ 
lands. Belgium. Great Britain and 
Ireland. Fiance. 
Portugal. Spain, 
Hwitserland. 
Liechtenstein. 
Lux­ 
emburg. Poland. Hungary'. Ruma­ 
nia. Yugoslavia. Russia. Bulgaria. 
Greece. Turkey. Iraq. the Arabist. 
Syria. Palestine. Egypt and Iran. 
Such an assurance clearly must 
apply not only to the present day 
but also to a future sufficiently 
long to give every opportunity to 
work by peaceful method* for a 
more permanent peace. I there­ 
fore suggest that you construe the 
word "future" to apply to a mini­ 
mum period of assured non-aggree- 
aion — ten years st the least — * 
quarter of a century, if we dare 
look that far ahead. 
If such assurance la given by 
your government, I will Immediate­ 


ly transmit It to the governments 
of the nations I have named and I 
will atmultaneoualy Inquire wheth- 
cr. as I am reasonably sure, each 
of the nations enumerated above 
will in turn give like assurance for 
transmission to you. 
Reciprocal assurances such as I 
have outlined will bring to the 
world an Immediate measure of re­ 
lief. 
I propose that if it is given, two 
essential problems shall promptly 
be discussed in the resulting peace­ 
ful surroundings, and In these dis­ 
cussions the government of the 
United States will gladly take part. 
The discussions which I have in 
mind relate to the most effective 
and 
Immediate 
manner 
through 
which the peoples of the world 
can obtain progressive relief from 
the crushing burden of armament 
which Is each day bringing them 
more closely to the brink of eco­ 
nomic disaster. Simultaneously-the 
government of the United States 
would be prepared to take part in 
discussions 
looking 
toward 
the 
most practical manner of opening 
up avenue* of international trade 
to the end that every nation of the 
earth may be enabled to buy and 
sell on equal terms in the world 
market aa well aa to possess as­ 
surance of obtaining the material* 
and products of peaceful economic 
life. 
At the same time. tho*e govern­ 
ments other than the United States 
which are directly interested could 
undertake such political discussions 
as they may consider necessary or 
desirable.

We 
recognise 
complex 
world 
problems which affect all humanity 
but we know that study and discus­ 
sion of them must be held iu an 
atmosphere of peace. Such au at­ 
mosphere of peace cannot exist if 
negotiations are overshadowed by 
the threat of force or by the fear 
of war. 
I think you will not misunder­ 
stand the spirit of frankness in 
which I send you this message. 
Heads of great governments iu this 
hour are literally responsible for 
the fate of humanity iu the corning 
years. They cannot fall to hear the 
prayers of their peoples to be pro­ 
tected from the foreseeable chausi 
of war. History wtli hold them ac­ 
countable for the live* and the hap­ 
piness of all-even unto the last. 
I hope that your 
answer 
will 
make It possible for humanity to 
lose fear and regain security for 
many years to come. 
A similar message la being ad­ 
dressed to the chief of the Italian 
government.
